the President 


PresidenrWilson has found it impossible to extend 


the life of alcoholic liquor beyond yesterday. He was pre- 
paring to do so but says that he was advised by the At- 
toraey^General that it was impossible to do so until after 
demobilization. Then, he says, he will bring beer and wine 
back, or words to that effect. 


It has been urged by those who have watched the close 


union between Mr Wilson and Samuel Gompers, President 
of the American Federation of Labor, that Mr. Wilson has 
taken this position under the direct influence of Mr. Gomp- 
ers. They have no direct evidence for any such contention, 
in fact they do not claim to have such evidence. 


They point out that Mr. Wilson has done everything 


that Mr. Gompers has suggested that he would like to have 
him do with the exception of retiring Postmaster General 
Burleson. While it is true that upon nearly every proposi- 
tion, if not all, Mr. Gompers and Mr. Wilson agree yet we 
know full well that whatever may be the influence of Mr. 
Gompers over the President it has not been Mr. Gompers' 
influence which has caused Mr. Wilson to become the most 
powerful and flagrant sponsor for booze that America has 
ever had. 


The truth is that Mr. Wilson is consistent in his posi- 


tion for liquor. He never took a stand against it on any 
public occasion. As Governor of New Jersey, he misled the 
temperance people for months and even ye^/s into believ- 
ing that at the crucial moment he woud be with them only 
to come out against them, when forced into the open, in a 
manner so as to injure their cause very seriously. 


From the beginning of his Presidency to this hour he 


has been the chief bulwark for liquor which the Prohibi- 
hition forces have had to meet at Washington. 
He has 


been carrying out the complete policy of his public life. We 
believe that it is doing both Mr. Wilson "and Mr. Gompers 
an injustice to attribute this attitude to Mr. Gompers. We 
do not believe that Mr. Wilson takes^this position for the 
purpose of winning political strength-becaa^-fe^i^supicd 
the same position before he was known to have such po- 
litical ambition. 


It would appear on some moral propositions that Mr. 


Wilson's conscience and judgment are very badly out of 
plum.

Mount Cltmeas, Mich., July 1—Tne 


author of the editorial now known as 
"the 
million dollar editorial," in 


wbicft the Chicago Tribune charac- 
terised Henry Ford as an anarchist, 
was the first witness for the Tribune 
in the eighth week of the Ford Trib- 
une libel case. 


Clifford S. Raymond testified on 


direct examination thut he wrote the 
editorial. lie denied any knowledge 
of the International Harvester and 
Standard Oil company stocks held by 
relatives of editors and publUhers cf 
the Tribune, and also denied interfer- 
ence with hi* editorial utterances by 
the tiro principal owners of the pa- 


i pers. 


Upon cross-examination by counsel 


for Mr. Ford, Mr. Raymond stated 
that while ordinarily the Tribune 
policies are settled in a conference, 
the Mexican policy was ordered with- 
out any conference. Tbe writers %ere 
merely Informed that in the future 
tie policy of the Tribune would favor 
intervention. The witness admitted 
that he was aware at the time the 
Tribune was urging war with Mexico 
that Germany was very anxious to 
see us imbroiled in war vita the re- 
public of the south. 


Counsel for Mr Ford referred at 


length to the Tribune editorial which 
excoriated Theodore Roosevelt 
Be- 


cause of his utterance following the 
sinking of the Lusitania. The Tribune 
criticised Mr. Roosevelt because he 
was in favor of war with Germany 
and criticised Mr. Ford because he 
was against war with both Germany 
and Mexico. 


Asked by counsel why he had given 


editorial chastisement to Roosevelt 
for his strong talk in favor of war 
Mr Raymond said he believed such 
talk was not helpful to the govern- 
ment in reaching a decision and that 
calmness was desirable. 


"Did 
you ever," the witness was 


asked, "argue for calmness when « 
border difficulty arose?" 


"I think not," replied Mr. Raymond. 
"You used pretty violent language, 


didn't you?"
